MEXICO'S . LAST PLAGUE. 

Million* of Loctwta Devouring Every 
Living Thing 



In Yucatan and Southern Mexl««- 
Thonwndt of Poor Famlllea Who 
Will Have to be Fed MM "u»- 
talned by the Government. 

Vera Cruz, Mex., Aug. 12.— LocuBta have 
Invaded the country all about Amatran, 
State of Vera Cruz, Retwoon twenty and 
twenty-flve foregax of them have been killed, 
but the nuiulier seems constantly increasing. 
At Comalteco, in tbo jurisdiction of the Ee- 
pinal, fanners have experienced very heavy 
losses to their growing crops from those perta, 
and have used all efforts to destroy them.
